Stir two teaspoonfuls of butter and 
one tablespoonful of flour over the 
heat until well blended. When it bub- 
bles, add half a can of tomatoes, or 
six fresh ones, chopped, liquor and 
all. 
Grate an onion into the mixture; 


season with pepper and salt and cook 
ten minutes. Have ready five or six 
eggs, well beaten; put them in at the 
last, stirring them in gradually. A 
minute's cooking finishes the dish. 
Serve at once.

half of a cleaned, unparcd squash:

ful each of dry mint and sage—if- 
fresh, one-half tablespoonful—one tea- 
spoonful of suit, three eggs, and a pint 
of milk.

spoonful of melted butter and bake 
u n t i l the squash is tender, hasting oc- 
casionally with butter and water.

Melt a table- 
spoonful of butter in a saucepan, add 
a teaspoonful of chopped onion and 
cook in the butter until a golden 
brown; add one and one-half table- 
spoonfuls of flour, a little salt and 
pepper and a half tablespoonful of 
curry powder. When smooth add one 
cupful of milk and cook, until smooth 
and free from all taste of raw starch. 
Pour this sauce over the eggs, cover 
with a layer of buttered 
crumbs.

spoonfuls of melted butter, one egg

With such a re- 
markable high number of pupils fail- 
ing to pass, it is urgod that the county 
schools have bee deficient in not pre- 
paring the children to meet the en- 
trance tests.

Each of the pupils whose nams ap- 


pears below passed with grades above 
seventy with no mark 
below fifty. 


They will receive the common school 
diploma and are entitled to admis- 
sion to any High School in the coun- 
ty, the cost of the tuition and text 
books to be paid by the township 
school board from which they come. *- 


Those students who did no*" qualify 


at the recent examination 
will be 


giTOn another opportunity to pass the 
subject or subjects they failed in be- 
fore the schools open in September 
providing they aro tutored by a li- 
censed teacher. 
The teacher will be 


required to give a statement of the 
time spirit by the pupil and the 
amount of work covered. 
The stand- 


ard of the second examination will be 
the same as the original one.

week’s wage of the average office man 
or woman for a kilo. 


Venison, mutton chops, goose, duck 
and other meats are here, but they 
represent three figures of crowns for 
one portion in restaurants. 
Seventy 


thousand persons fought for 50,000 
pounds of salt meat In a market sale 
the other day. 


For such things as shoes to order, 
tailored clothing and similar things 
the price is 
no longer quoted 
in 
crowns. 
The dealers charge in dol­ 
lars, pounds sterling or francs, al­ 
though this is.illegal. 
They say they 
must pay in foreign money for mate­ 
rials and cannot sell in crowns. 
The 
correspondent bought a suit in Oc­ 
tober for 2,200 crowns. This week the 
same tailor asked the equivalent of 
9,000 crowns in „ pounds sterling. 


Remove Price Marks. 


In the shops price marks have been 
removed from articles. 
The whole re­ 
tail trade is trying to adjust prices to 
foreign exchange, and that fluctuates 
so rapidly that each sale is calculated 
on the day’s quotation from Zdrieh 


(the Swiss franc , rate governs local 
quotations). 


When the passenger train service 
throughout the country was suspended 
for ten days the bills of fare in the 
restaurants and hotels furnished evi­ 
dence of the extent of the smuggling 
business. Not only did* most meats dis­ 
appear, as well as green salads, but the 
prices went up correspondingly. Motor­ 
cars 4 are scarce and gasoline is gov­ 
ernment controlled, so even the ac­ 
complished and resourceful smuggler 
finds himself at a loss.

Delaware is the only state in which 
this form of punishment still is per­ 
mitted. 
In other states it was abol­ 
ished long ago. 


In Delaware even th e #pillory was 
abandoned only recently. 


What Law Provides, 


Ilere are the various felonies,pun­ 
ishable by whipping, and tha jypnber 
of strokes that the law provides for 
each:

Horse-stealing—Twenty lashes. 
Larceny—not 
more 
than 
twenty 
lashes. 


Arson in Second Degree—Jiot more 
than twenty lashes, 


Burning a Court-house Where Of­ 
ficial Records Are Kept—Sixty lashes. 


House-breaking—Twenty lashes. 
Highway Kobbery—Twenty lashes. 
Wife-!>eatin&—Is’ot more than thirty 
lashes. 


Attempt to ltavlsh—Thirty lashes. 
In addition to the whipping, the of­ 


fenses are also punishable by imprl#« 
onment. 


The most of the statutes merely 
provide penalties for the various of­ 
fenses with ^ no provision that they 
shall .not be inflicted upon women, 
public opinion in Delaware will no 
longer permit the lashing of women. 


A majority of the offenders to be 
punished in that manner are negroes, 
but white men suffer it as well. 
The 
whippings usually take place at the 
end of each court term or, if the 
terms last more than one week, the 
whippings occur at the end of each 
week. 
They are administered by the 
warden of the Jail. 


A curious feature of the law of 
Delaware is that it makes no distinc­ 
tion between grand and petty larceny; 
the theft of a loaf of bread by a hun­ 
gry man is technically as serious a 
crime as the stealing of $5,000 by a 
hardened criminal. 


There is nothing in the law to pre» 
vent a judge from sentencing the for» 
mer to be lashed on the bare back 
with a cat-o’-nine-tails, made of leath­ 
er thongs.

PRICES^ CONTINUE TO CLIMB 


White Flour 100 Crowns a Kilo and 
Beef 80 Crowns a 
Pound—Cus- 
tom-Made Clothes and 
Shoes 
Quoted in Foreign Money. 


Vienna.—Smuggling 
of 
food 
and 
Dther nocpsslties or luxuries heconios 
a dally Increasing scandal In this hun- 
gry city. 


As the crown approaches the disap- 
pearing point in valur?, the operations 
of these Illicit "left-hand" 
traders 
become bolder and more extensive. 
It 
Is an old story now that anything can 
be bought for a price in Vienna, 
The 
only now phase is that the price goes 
up daily. 


While the city finds it difllcult to sup- 
ply tho bread ration of a loaf of coarse 
black stuff, the components of which 
It would take a eheniical analysis to 
determine, at nearly double the price 
of early autumn, whlTie flour can be 
bought "by the left hand" at about 
100 crowns tho kilo (2.20 pounds). 


Sugar Almost Prohibitive. 
. American 
and 
Argentine 
tinned 
corned beef can be had, but delivered 
to one's room It costs about 80 or 
90 crowns the, pound. 
White loaf 
sugar from Czecho-Slovakia is avail- 
able at a price that means about one 
week's wage of the average oflice man 
or woman for a kilo. 


Venison, mutton chops, ^oose, duck 
and other meats are here, but they 
represent throe figures of crowns for 
one portion in restaurants. 
Seventy 


thousand persons fought for 50,000 
pounds of salt meat !n a market sale 
the other day. 


For such things as shoes to order, 
tailored clothing and similar things 
the 
price 
is no 
longer 
quoted 
in 
crowns, 
Tho dealers charge In dol- 
lars, pounds sterling or francs, al- 
though this Is. illegal. 
They say they 
'must pay in foreign money for mate- 
rials and cannot sell in crowns. 
The 
correspondent bought a suit in Oc- 
tober for 2,200 crowns. This week the 
same tailor asked the equivalent of 
9,000 crowns in,pounds sterling. 


Remove Price Marks, 


In the shops price marks have been 
removed from articles. 
The whole re- 
tall trade Is trying to adjust prices to 
foreign exchange, and that fluctuates 
so rapidly that each sale is calculated 
on the day's quotation from Zilrlch 


(the Swiss franc rate governs local 
quotations). 


When the passenger train service 
throughout the country was suspended 
for ten days the bills of fare In the 
restaurants and hotels furnished evi- 
dence of the extent of the smuggling 
business. Not only did* most meats dis- 
appear, as well as green salads, but the 
prices went up correspoud!nglj\ Motor- 
cars* are scarce and gasoline is gov- 
ernment controlled, so even the ac- 
complished and resourceful smuggler 
I^nds himself at a loss. 


In tho queues that formed In front 
of ticket ofiices when train service re- 
sumed it is said that by far the larg-

smdgglers anxious to reach the prov- 
inces and obtain the top prices for 
fresh food supplies. 
How they evade 
the food control permits at provincial 
borders is not explained. 


Lease Islands for Fox Farms. 


Cordova, Alaska.—Dozens of small 
islands lying oil southern Alaska are 
being used for fox farms. Twenty-nine 
islands in Prince William sound have 
been leased for the breeding of tjie 
foxes.

Delaware Is the only state In which 
this form of punishment still is per- 
mitted. 
In other states It was abol- 
ished long ago. 


In Delaware even the*pillory was 
abandoned only recently. 


What Law Provides, 


Here are the various felonies»,pun- 
ishable by whipping, and th» mpfuber 
of strokes that the law provides for 
each: 


Horse-stealing—Twenty lashes. 
Larceny—not 
more 
than 
twenty 
lashes. 


Arson in Second Degree—t^ot more 
tJian twenty lashes, 


Burning a Court-house Where Of- 
ficial Records Are Kept—Sixty lashes. 


House-breaking—Twenty laslies. 
Highway itobbery—Twenty lashes. 
Wife-beating—'Kot more than thirty 
lashes. 


Alienipt to Kavish—Tliirty hishes. 
In addition to the whipping, the of- 


fenses are also punishable by Imprlw 
onment. 


The most of tho statutes merely 
provide penaltUs for the various of- 
fenses with no provision that they 
shall .not be inflicted upon women, 
public opinion in Delaware will no 
longer permit the lashing of women. 


A majority of the olYenders to be 
punished in that manner are negroes, 
but white men suffer It as well. 
The 
whippings usually take place at tlie 
end of each court term or, if the 
terms last more than one week, the 
whippings occur at the end of each 
week. 
They are administered by the 
warden of the jail. 


A curious feature of the law of 
Delaware Is that it makes no distinc- 
tion betv^'een grand and petty larceny; 
the theft of a loaf of bread by a hun- 
gry man Is technically as serious a 
crime as the stealing of $5.000 by a 
hardened criminal.

No effort was made to gather the 
bones nor to remove them to the in- 
closure of the Alamo. They were per- 
mitted to remain where they were 
found; and a garage is to be built over 
the spot, the ground where the dis- 
covery was made being outside the 
walls and a part of the property which 
has gone to commercial use. 


The bones were found some 200 
feet south of the wall of the Alamo; 
and the inquiry made has not fully de- 
veloped whether they were those of 
the Texans or whether they were those 
of the Indians who were used to build 
the ancient mission and who formed 
the colony which the friars gathered 
about them to till their fields and to 
provide the food and the feed they re-

It seems probable, says the Board 
of Trade .lournal, that a considerable

of aren 
fiber,

palm 
(Arenga saccharlfera Labill) after the 
fall of the old leaf stem. The material 
can be cut from the stem -in strips, 
and Is used by the natives for thatch- 
ing, ropes and small, stiff brooms, and 
also as a binding material in native 
house construction and canoes.
